Low-income residents in Madison 
County will get help keeping cool this 
summer through a federal grant. 

The Madison County Community 
Development agency will get part of the 
$15.7 million emergency grant awarded 
to Illinois by the U.S. Department of 
Health and Human Services, Gov. Jim 
Edgar has announced. 

¢ Madison County office will get 
$258,912. 

This is the first time since the late 
1980s that federal funds have been 
provided to help low-income residents 
pay their electric bills or purchase fans 
or air conditioners to keep cool during 
summer months, said Lynn Morford of 
the Illinois Department of Commerce 
and Community Affairs. 

Most expected recipients of grant 
money have already n getting help 
through other agencies to pay for their 
heating costs during winter months. _ 

Others may also apply, however, if 
household income is no more than 125 
percent of federal levels. For 
example, a family of four may have a 
col income of no more than $1,541 


per month to be eligible while a single 
Person cannot have income above $767 
per month. 

Madison County Community 
Development Director Cheryl Jouett said 
her agency will establish application 
centers for people to apply for grant 
funds.

Closing of attorney general’s office protested 


State Rep. Steve Davis, 
D-Bethalto, is ripping the 
decision by Attorney General 
Jim Ryan to close the Granite 
City regional office. 

Davis said the move will be a 
blow to consumers in Madison 
County and he is writing a 
letter to Ryan urging him to 
reconsider. 

Madison County State’s 
Attorney William Haine, 
however, while praising the 
work done at the Granite City 
office, declined to criticize 
Ryan’s decision, calling it ‘‘an 
internal matter.””

Davis, however, said many 
area residents helped by the 
Granite City office had told him 
they had made initial 
“person-to-person contacts with 
people in that office and people 
in my district will suffer from 
the lack of that contact.” 

Davis has been urging Ryan 
to keep the Granite City office 
open since the attorney general 
started a review of the regional 
offices in January. 

“T think he’s making a big 
mistake,”’ Davis said. 
“Everyone else in government 
is talking about decentralizing 
services and he’s going in the 
opposite direction and 
centralizing everything. Now

Flight surgeon is SIU grad 


Naval safety is his daily concern 


Concern for, the Safety of 
Navy. personnel ant e 
equipment they use is the daily 
focus of Thomas Hatley, a Navy 
flight surgeon assigned to the 
Naval Safety Center in Norfolk, 
Va. 

The center’s mission is to 
continually improve safety 
processing and ensure 
compliance with regulatory 
requirements throughout the 
Navy. 

“It is important to promote 
safety in aspects of Navy 
life,’ said Hatley, 40, father of 
Thomas Hatley, 16, and Tracey 
Hatley, 13, of Granite City. 

“Prevention is hard to 
measure, but if I or another 
flight surgeon can save a life or 
a $1 million aircraft, we'll have 
done our job and saved the 
Navy more money than could 


be-made in a lifetime.” 

The staff at the Naval Safety 
Center collects, evaluates and 
disseminates information about 
accidents and occupational 
illnesses. Taking an active role 
in this process, Hatley also 
teaches “mishap seporting 
procedures” at the Navy 
4.erospace Institute. 

“T look for human error in the 
mishaps, everything from 
psychological profiles to 
medical aspects bearin; 
aircraft mishaps,’’ Hatley said. 
“I review aviation medicine 
programs and flight surgeon 
safety programs.” 

Hatley has more than a 
professional interest in ensuring 
safety. 

“On my first cruise in the 
Navy, we had a serious mishap 
and I lost two close friends.

Now, I have a chance fo help. I 
take what we do seriously,”’ he 
said. 

Hatley entered the Navy flight 
training program in 1977 after 
graduating from Southern 
Illinois University. He served 
six years as a naval flight 
officer in the S-3, a carrier 
based anti-submarine-warfare 
aircraft. 

After a tour as a recruiter, he 
attended medical school at 
George Washington University 
School of Medicine and became 
a Navy flight surgeon. He said 
he is grateful for the 
Oppo. ity the Navy has ~ 
provided him.’ 

“J received a $100,000 
education (medical school) and 
flight training. ’'ve flown on 
and off aircraft carriers and 
traveled abroad (to 19 foreign

‘Net’doesn’t quite make it 


How do you know a movie is in trouble? When 
it opens with a puffy Ken Howard talking into a 
cellular phone, muttering, ‘‘So this is really reali- 
ty?” and then committing suicide because he’s 
been diagnosed with AIDS. 

That’s how Irwin Winkler’s ‘‘The Net’ starts 
out. We later learn that Howard, a congressman, 
didn’t really have AIDS. His records were 
changed by the forces behind a nefarious scheme 
a santo all government, private and institution- 

lata. 

But what should be a cautionary thriller about 
the threat to privacy is merely a silly little exer- 
cise. ‘The Net’’ (the shortened lingo among com- 

uuter users for the Internet) almost makes it, but 
lacks edge and grit. 

Even the movie’s excursions in cyber-dynamics 
are fairly pedestrian. Far better computer sus- 
pense has been played out in ‘‘Sneakers’’ and 
“WarGames."' 

Angela Bennett (Sandra Bullock) is a slave to 
computers, an individual who can't seem to func- 
tion in life without logging on. She never leaves 
her California bungalow, and even uses her com- 
puter to order takeout food. 

Finally, though, Angela, a highly regarded 
freelance systems analyst, decides to take a 
much-needed vacation — lugging her laptop 
along, of course. 

Shortly before she leaves, a friend asks her to 
look at a weird prototype of a new Internet pro- 
gram, one that allows users access to supersecret 
government files. But he’s killed in a freak plane 
crash before. he can reach her, and from that 
moment on, Angela's life becomes a nightmare. 

A lover she meets in Mexico tries to kill her,

and when she returns to her hotel room, she 
mysteriously -has checked out and all traces of 
her identity have been erased in the vast comput- 
er network that validates our lives.

While most seafood sold in 
the United States is safe and 
unlikely to cause illness, cer- 
tain adventurous consumers 
may be at risk for food- 
borne illness. 

Raw or undercooked shell- 
fish such as oysters, 
clams and mussels — pose 
the highest risk. Illness rates 
are one per 250 servings of 
raw shellfish, compared to 
only one in five million serv- 
ings for other seafood. By 
comparison, the risk from 
poultry is one in 250,000 
servings. 

Shellfish harvested illegal- 
ly from polluted waters is 
only part of the problem. 
Raw shellfish, such as oys- 
ters, harvested from clean 
areas can harbor ‘‘vibrio 
vulnificus” bacteria. Vibrio 
is found naturally in the 
summer in the Gulf of Mexi- 
co. While not a threat to 
most healthy people, it can 
be deadly to people with liv- 
er disease, diabetes, immune 
disorders, stomach prob- 
lems, cancer, long-time ste-

e At the grocery store, 
make fish the last item you 
select before checking out. 
Another precaution is to 
request fish be sealed in a 
plastic bag and placed in 
another plastic bag of ice. 

¢ Shellfish should be kept 
alive until-cooked or served 
raw. Clams, mussels and 
oysters should be stored 
under well-ventilated refrig-

Microwave picks daisies 


for keepsake bouquets 


Spring and summer pro- 
duce a bounty of beautiful 
flowers. Wouldn’t it be great 
to preserve them? The easi- 
est way to dry them without 
causing them to deteriorate 
is to. use a microwave oven. 

We know the microwave 
oven helps retain moisture 
in food, but it also can 
remove moisture with the 
aid of a drying agent, such 
as silica gel, available at 
craft hobby stores, or non- 
chlorophyll type cat litter. 

Besides a drying agent, 
scissors, toothpicks, soft 
paint brush, 20-gauge florist 
wire, green floral tape, clear 
craft ‘spray, -a cardboard 
shoe box and containers are 
needed. The containers could 


be paper cups or glass cus-* 
tard. eI 


cups r bowls. 

Dispos ole lightweight 
plastic gloves should be 
worn. Regular rubber gloves 
are heavy and might destroy 
the. flower’s petals. Just as 
the drying agent dries the 
flowers, it can dry out 
hands. 





Choose flowers at their 
peak of color. If they are 


past their prime, they will 
continue to deteriorate after 
drying. Cat litter is consider- 
ably less expensive and 
works well with thin flowers, 
such as. wild flowers and 
pansies. Thick flowers, such 
as chrysanthemums and car- 
nations, do better in silica 
gel, because the fine powder 
can sift into the petals. 
Either can be used again. 

Leave ¥- to 1-inch of stem 
on a flower and discard the 
remainder. Partially fill a 
container large enough to 
hold the flower with the dry- 
ing agent. Place a flower 
stem-down in the container. 
Using a toothpick, lift and 
separate the petals, careful- 
nd pouring drying agent over 

e¢ flower until it is covered 
completely. A cardboard 
shoebox makes a good tray 
for several containers. 

Place a l-cup glass mea- 
sure with water in the rear 
of the microwave oven and 
the flowers in front. The 
water prevents the flowers 
from over-drying and falling 
apart. 

Microwave on high power 


about 1% minutes. Chrysan- 
themums and thicker flow- 
ers can be microwaved 2% 
to 3 minutes. Multiple flow- 
ers do not need increased 
time. 

Let flowers stand in the 
drying agent 8 hours. Care- 
fully pour off the drying 
agent, using a soft brush to 
remove particles that cling 
to petals. 

Insert floral wire through 
the stem and secure with 
floral tape. Spray with clear 
craft spray to help hold the 
‘dried flower’s color and pro- 
long its life. 

Leaves from the flowers 
are best dried between lay- 
ers of paper towels — 3 on 
top and 3 on the bottom. Use 
1 cup water as directed for 
flowers. Microwave about 
1% minutes, turn over the 
towels and microwave 1% 
minutes longer. Floral wire 
can be added if there is 
enough stem on the leaf. 
Insert a leaf as the stem is 
taped.

_ “‘Operation Dumbo Drop,” 
inspired by a true story about 
the Army’s delivery of an 
elephant to a remote 
Vietnamese village, is much 
like riding a pachyderm itself: 
It’s mostly entertaining, but a

The fi works primarily by 
stringing together great sight 
gags: an 8,000-pound elephant 
on the stern of a boat, on the 
flatbed of a truck and, 
ultimately, plummeting through 
the air.with a jumbo-size 
parachute. 

They make for not! 
of an extended squeala' 
kids will adore. 

Trouble is, the road that takes 
the animal to the village 
extends too far di the last 
half of the film, ig down 
the movie. The trek seems 
tedious and exhausting. When 
the payoff finally does come — 
the e-pounding scene of the 

ant skydiving — it serves 
mainly as a relief. 

The story of “‘Operation 
Dumbo Drop”’ comes from 
Green Beret Jim Morris, who 
served as a military 
information officer in Vietnam 
in 1968. 

The mission had five Green 
Berets escorting an elephant 
named Bo-Tat igh rugged 
jungle terrain to get it toa 
village in time for a sacred 
ceremonial rite.

The film works primarily by stringing together 
great sight gags: an 8,000-pound elephant on 
the stern of a boat, on the flatbed of a truck 
and, ultimately, plummeting through the air 
with a jumbo-size parachute...Trouble is, the 
road that takes the animal to the village 
extends too far during the last half of the film, 
bogging down the movie. The'trek seems 


tedious and exhausting. 


farmboy innocent Lawrence 
Farley (Corin Nemec); and 
hustler extraordinaire David 
Poole (Denis Leary) — a guy 
who goes around with fake Top 
Secret letters signed by Gen. 
Westmoreland that he uses to 
get anything from anyone. 

Along with the Slepuant, they 
pick up an orphan 

‘ietnamese boy named Linh, 
played with winning sweetness 
by 13-year-old Dinh Thien Le, 
who cares for the animal. The 
six make for a fun gang as they 
fumble and bumble through this 
generally innocuous adventure. 

Besides the pacing problems, 
however, the film falters by 
including two scenes involving 
the elephant that seem 
gratuitous and juvenile — one 
that has Capt. Doyle givin; 
Bo-Tat a huge rectal ’ 
suppository and the other a 
graphic shot of elephant vomit. 

With so many other ways to 
play y the humorous 
potential of traveling with this 
gigantic beast, those two shots 

e the cheap, low road. 

The movie also subtly 
patronizes the villagers Early 
on, Cahill educates Doyle on the 
ways of the Montagnard people. 
He tells them they have a 
solemn wine ceremony to 
celebrate the arrival of a 


ignitary. 

“They also have a wine 
ceremony to celebrate the 
arrival of Tuesday, too,’’ he 
adds with embarrassing Yankee 
condescension. 

It doesn’t help that Linh 
speaks of himself in the 
third-person. ‘‘Linh go, too?” he 
asks. This stereotype has to be 
one of Hollywood’s favorite 
ways to telegraph “foreignness” 
to the audience. 

But none of this completely 
overshadows the entertainment 
value of ““Operation Dumbo 
Drop.”’ Rather, it makes what 
could have been a solid film 
about travels with a wild beast 
into something more pedestrian 
and tame. 


Director Simon Wincer, who 
made the first ‘‘Free Willy,” 
knows a thing or two about 

‘igantic mammals that fly 

‘ough the air, and he does a 
nice job here. If only his editing 
team had been more ruthless in 
trimming from the film’s 
second half.
